New Delhi, the 11th May 1907 

G.S.R. 710. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 of the All 
Indian Institute of Medical Sciences Act, 1956 (25 of 1956), the Central Govern¬ 
ment, after consultation with the Institute, hereby makes the following amendment 
to the All-India Institute of Medical Sciences Rules, 1958, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the All-India Institute of Medical Sciences (Amend¬ 
ment) Rules, 1967. 

2. In the All-India Institute ol Medical Sciences Rules. 1958. for rule 3, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

"3. Nomination of representatives of medical faculties.—For the purpose of 
nomination of members under clause (f) of section 4, the Vice-Chancel¬ 
lor of every University having a medical faculty shall be required to 
nominate one person from the medical faculty of the University- 
From among the persons so nominated, the Central Government shall 
nominate four persons to be members of the Institute’’.
